“Mama said she was trying to 
telephone when something hit her 
in the head and she got dizzy.” 

Older daughters of the Kelso's 
said there had been domestic dis- 
agreements, that their father had 
been away for a week, and re- 
turned yesterday a short while 
before the attempted murder and 
suicide took place. ‘ 

Kelso had fired a shot through 
his head two inches back of the 
ear. He and his wife were taken 
to the Receiving Hospital. Mrs. 
Kelso was removed later to the 
General Hospital for a more com- 
plete examination of her injury. 


FATHER DFESPONDENT

‘SEWER READY 
IN NOVEMBER 


Huge New Outflow System 
Nearing Completion 
Saving of Millions Credited 
Engineer Van Norman 


Outlet to Take Care of City 
| for Twenty-five Years 


The seventeen-mile new outfal! 
Sewer from the city to the sea. 
work which was started on Decem- 
ber 1. 1923, will de completed and 
in use about November 1, Con- 
sulting Engineer H. A. Van Nor- 
man. in charge of the project, an- 
nounced yesterday. The sewer wil! 


cost $7,.000.000 or $6.000.000 less 
than the original estimates. and 
these savings are due largely to the 
efficient handling of the projeet by 
Engineer Van Norman, members 
of the Board of Public Works de- 
clare. 

The $5.000.000 anved will be used 
in the construction of intercepting 
sewers to serve other large areas of 
the city and link them with the 
new outfall sewer. for which a 112. 
000.000 bond tesue was authorized 
at the Aug’ st election. 1922. En- 
gineer Van Norman was loaned to 
the Board of Public Works in 
May, 1923. by Chief Engineer Mul- 
helland of the Bureau of Water 
Works and Supply. for the sewer- 
buliding job. He was one of the 
buliders of the aqueduct under 
Chief Engineer Mulholland and has 
Since been assistant to the chief 
engineer In the water department. 


WORK WAS DIVIDED 


The work of building the outfall 
sewer was divided into fourteen 
sections, the city forces under En- 
gimeer Van Norman doing the one 
mile of tumnel work under the 
Playa del Rey sand dunes and 
building the screening plants at 
Hyperion, as well as constructing 
all of the pige and other materials 
used on the sewer, while the exca- 
vating and laying of the line was 
1 to contractors, who were 
supervised by Engineer Van Nor- 
mun and his assistants. More than 
200,000 barrels of cement and 
1,000,000 vitrified clay blocks for 
the lining of the cement pipe were 
used in the construction of the 
sewer. The pipe line was built of 
cement lined with the vitrified clay. 
biocks to protect the sewer from 
the action of acids. In some sec- 
tions the sewer pipe measures ten 
feet by twelve feet, large enough 
for an automobile to pass through. 

The sewer pipe is semi-elliptical 
in shape. When all sections were 


being laid there was a total of 
“eg men at work along the sewer 
tine. 


The new sewer will have a ca- 
pacity of 300,000,000 gallons of 
sewage daily. while the present 
outfall sewer has a capacity of only 
£0.000.000 gallons. With the two 
in use, the total capacity of the 
two lines will be 360,000,000 gal- 
ions of sewage, while the present 
flow is only 110,000,000 gallons 
Sally. Engineer Van Norman has 
~stimated that the two outfall sew- 
ere will provide sewage disposal 
facilities for the city for the next 
twenty-five years, based u the 
eresent rate of growth of An- 


geles. 
DIVERS AT WORK 


The new pipe line starts in two 
sections, one at Arlington street 
and Rodeo Road and the other at 
Siauson and Van Ness avenues, and 
these lines join two and one-half 
miles toward Culver City, where 
the single pipe line then proceeds 
te the ocean at Hyperion. At the 
Leach, the sewage passes through a 
screening plant and thence into the 
ocean through a cement pipe line 
‘ald on the bed of the sea and is 
dispersed into the ocean one mile 
from the shore. 

Divers are now at work laying 

e final parts of the 5400-foot sub- 
narine pipe line. This contract 
was awarded to Merritt, Chapman 
ind Scott for $496,000. The com- 
peny brought tugs and other 
equipment from New York for the 
job, and have decided to retain this 
equipment here and have opened 
offices in this city. The ocean pipe 
ie seven feet inside diameter, and 
i¢ laid in a trench ten feet deep ex- 
cavated on the bed of the ocean, 
which at this point is sixty-five feet 
deep.

While the work of building the 
main outfall sewer to the sea ia 
being completed, work is proceed- 
ing on the intercepting sewers to 
be built with the 13,0% saved 
by Engineer Van Norman from the 
original estimated cost of the out- 
fall. These intercepters will in- 
clude the sewer from Longpre 
end Highland in the Hol- 
lywood district to the outfall sewer, 
‘wear Culver City, one from Arling- 
ten and Rodeo Read te Fourth and 
Los Angeles streets, known as the 
Giand-avenue intercepter, to serve 
the downtown section of Los Ange- 


les; one for the eastern part of Los 
Angeles to be bullt to Sixth and 
Ltah streets; one from Sawtelle to 
Culver City, and one for the San 
Fernando Valley. A separate line 
will be built for the Los Angeles 
Harbor district with an ocean dis- 
Tosal in that section. 


The plants abate the nuls-
